FOR alm o st half a century , 
do cto rs have been try ing to de­ 
term ine w hether o r no t high 
blo o d pressure can ba regulated 
by diet. Despite all o f this re ­ 
search, the questio n still rem ains 
unansw ered, o r the answ ers given 
are o nly partial. 
We can definitely say th a t 
where high blo o d pressure is due, 
In part, to kidney disease, dietary 
treatm en t will be beneficial In­ 
so far as the kidney co nditio n is 
co ncerned, but will no t neces­ 
sarily lo wer the blo o d pressure. 


Heart Failure 
The sam e thing is true where 
high blo o d pressure is acco m ­ 
panied by h eart failure. T he la t­ 
ter co nditio n can be successfully 
treated by a lo w salt diet, but 
this do es no t m ean It will have 
any effect o n the high blo o d pres­ 
sure. 
D ietary 
treatm en t 
o f 
high 
blo o d pressure has been alo ng the 
lines o f diets lo w in salt o r lo w in 
pro teins, such as m eat, imlk. 
One o f the difficulties attach ed 
to diets very lo w in salt is that in 
high blo o d pressure, especially 
with kidney disease, a reductio n 
o f salt m ay lead to kidney failure. 
Evidence 
th a t 
pro tein 
m ay 
have so me effect o n high blo o d 
pressure Is co ntradicto ry . Fo r ex­ 
ample, when 34 healthy y o ung 
men lived fo r six m o nths o n a 
diet lo w in pro tein, ail exhibited 
a dro p in th e blo o d pressure. On 
the o ther hand, o ther investi­ 


gato rs fo und no change in the 
blo o d pressure o f patients w ith 
high blo o d pressure after ten 
m o nths o f rigo ro us restrictio n o f 
pro tein in the diet. 
The so -called rice diet is lo w in 
bo th pro tein and salt. So me p a ­ 
tients have been benefited by 
such a diet. Ho wever, it m ust be 
used with great care since kidney 
failure m ay o ccur when it is used. 


Definite Reaso n 


The o ne definite reaso n fo r 
dietary restrictio n in patients 
w ith high blo o d pressure is o bes­ 
ity o r o verweight. There can be 
no do ubt th a t a reductio n in 
weight is o f ^definite benefit to 
the high blo o d pressure patient. 
Acco rding to so me phy sicians, 
e ve ry h y p e r te n s ive p a t i e n t 
sho uld have a m o derate reducing 
diet, which will gradually bring 
do wn the weight. If the p atien t 
is a heavy salt-eater, the salt also 
sho uld be restricted. 
There Is also so me advantage 
in planning the diet so as to help 
avo id digestive upsets, because 
high blo o d pressure patients are 
mo re likely to have o rdinary 
artery disease. The co ro nary a r ­ 
tery supplies the h eart muscle 
with blo o d. T here is evidence th a t 
disturbed actio n o f the sto m ach 
may also interfere with the circu­ 
latio n o f blo o d thro ugh th e co r­ 
o nary artery ; hence, a bland diet, 
th a t is, o ne co ntaining no ro ugh 
o r irritatin g fo o ds, is useful.

—A Yale un.versity research sci- ! 
entist has reported a new theory 
of the origin of the mysterious 
1 ^ poliomyelitis virus.

Melnick, as­ 
sociate professor of microbiology 
at the Yale School of Medicine, j 
said the nucleus of cells in the 
spinal cord may be the p l a c e : 
where the virus is manufactured 
when infantile paralysis attacks 
the body.

Dr. Melnick reported the re­ 
sults of three years research

He was assisted in his work 
by John B. Leroy, who received 
his medical degree from Y a l e 
last June and now is an interne 
at St. Raphale’s hospital in New 
" j Haven. 
Dr. 
Melnick’s 
theory 
m a y 
throw new light on the origin of 
the polio virus, the question of 
immunity to the disease and the 
part played by fatigue in polio 
cases. 
The scientist said his research. 
if verified by future study, sug­ 
gests also that small amounts of 
the polio virus m ay be locked 
away in the nucleus of the cell 
t i for several months after the pa­ 
tient has recovered. This opens 
a new field of investigation on 
the length of immunity and re­ 
sistance to second attacks of the

One of the difficulties attach ed 
to diets very low in salt Is that in 
high blood pressure, especially 
with kidney disease, a reduction 
of salt m ay lead to kidney failure. 
Evidence 
th a t 
protein 
m ay 
have some effect on high blood 
pressure is contradictory. For ex­ 
ample, when 34 healthy young 
men lived for six m onths on a 
diet low In protein, all exhibited 
a drop In th e blood pressure. On 
the other hand, other Investi­ 


gators found no change In the 
blood pressure of patients w ith 
high blood pressure after ten 
m onths of rigorous restriction of 
protein In the diet. 
The so-called rice diet Is low In 
both protein and salt. Some p a­ 
tients have been benefited by 
such a diet. However, it m ust be 
used with great care since kidney 
failure m ay occur when It is used. 


Definite Reason 


The one definite reason for 
dietary restriction in patients 
with high blood pressure Is obes­ 
ity or overweight. T here can be 
no doubt th a t a reduction in 
weight is of .definite benefit to 
the high blood pressure patient. 
According to some physicians, 
e v e ry h y p e r te n s iv e p a t i e n t 
should have a m oderate reducing 
diet, which will gradually bring 
down the weight. If the patient 
is a heavy salt-eater, the salt also 
should be restricted. 
There is also some advantage 
In planning the diet so as to help 
avoid digestive upsets, because 
high blood pressure patients are 
more likely to have ordinary 
artery disease. The coronary a r­ 
tery supplies the h e a rt muscle 
with blood. T here Is evidence th a t 
disturbed action of the stom ach 
m ay also interfere with the circu­ 
lation of blood through the cor­ 
onary artery; hence, a bland diet, 
th a t Is, one containing no rough 
or irritatin g foods, is useful.

COLUMBUS, Sept. 14 — First 
known case of oak wilt disease 
has been found in Ohio at a loca­ 
tion east of Cleveland, according 
to H. C. Young, Ohio Agricul- 
4, jural Experim ent Station pathol­ 
ogist. 
The disease was diagnosed as 
oak wilt from specimens submit­ 
ted to Dr. Curtis May, division 
of forest pathology, U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, Beltsville, 
Md. Previously the disease was 
known to occur in southern Wis­ 
consin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Mis­ 
souri, Illinois, and northwestern 
Indiana. 
' 
All species of native oaks 
are susceptible to this disease, 
but it progresses more rapidly 
in the black and red oak group 
than in white and bur oaks, 
says Young. 
In species belonging to the red 
and black oak group, foliage 
symptoms usually appear first in 
the upper part of the tree and at 
the ends of the lateral branches, 
'progressing 
rapidly 
downward 
and inward over the e n t i r e 
crown within a few weeks. 
The leaves first become dull or 
pale 
green, curl pward 
a n d 
usually become yellow to bronze 
before falling from the tree. De­ 
foliation may be slight, the dead 
leaves remaining on the tree for 


soma time, or nearly complete, 
in which case the diseased trees 
are conspicuous because of the 
scarcity 
of foliage, 
continued 
Young. 
In some cases, as the original 
set of leaves dies, sucker growth 
in the form of dense clusters of 
large succulent leaves form on 
the trunk and larger branches. 
This new growth, however, soon 
withers and the entire tree dies, 
says Young. 
• 
• 
• 
IN WHITE AND bur oaks the 
leaf symptoms often are localiz­ 
ed and are confined to individual 
branches. The u n a f f e c t e d 
branches remain normal in ap­ 
pearance throughout the season 
The dead, withered leaves tend j 
to 
remain 
on 
the 
affected 
branches and there is little leaf 
fall. Usually the entire tree does 
not wilt at once, and the killing 
of individual branches over a 
period of years results in “stag- 
heading,” stated Young. 
I 
A browm to black streaking in 
the outer sapwood just beneath 
the bark is often present in twigs 
I and branches of trees infected 
with oak w'ilt. This can be seen 
by peeling back the bark. In 
cross section, a brown ring or 
circle of dark colored spots is 
apparent in the outer sapwood. 
There is no knowm control to­ 
day for oak wilt, says Y o u n g . 
However, a research program is 
being organized, coordinating re­ 
search on the disease at the ex­ 
periment 
stations in s t a t e s 
where the disease occurs with 
work being earned on rn t h e 
U. S. Department of Agriculture.

Social Security wage credits 
m ay now bt obtained for active 
service in the arm ed forces dur­ 
ing World War II.

family when he retires, to the 
family of a service

woman now deceased and to 
the family of a veteran if he 
should die. 
It applies to all veterans who 
had 90 days or more of active 
military service 
between Sept.

viding the discharge was honor, 
able. 
The 90 davs of service are not 
required if discharge was due to 
injury or disability in service, or 
if death occurred tn service. 
The wage credits m ay not be

THE \\ AGE credits, however, 
are not affected by any compen­ 
sation or pension paid by t h e 
Veterans Administration. 
The wage credits to veterans 
consist of $160 for each month of 
active service.

tor discharge, may apply t h e 
wage credits to payments under 
old age and survivors insurance.
